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There are several old letters that indicate that John’ Foster's 


mother was born in England, came to Mobile Alebama and that several of h er 
children excluding John and Frank returned to England after the Civil War. 
The gold mantlepiece clock belonged to Jonn Foster's mother. 


John Foster's first wife was Susan Frances Grant born 1826, died 1865. 
His second wife was Olivia Elizabeth Delmas who was his first wife's niece 
being the daughter of John Baptiste Delmas and Mary Elizabeth Grent. Both 
Susan Frances and Mary Elizabeth were daughters of John Grant 1796-1887. 
John Grant (Captain) was quite a man. He left his name to the channel between 
Dauphin Island and the Alabama mainland now known as Grant's Pass. There are 
several letters between Jonn Grant and John Foster. Captain John Foster was 
best known as a blockade runner during thé Civil War. His ship the "fox" 


was finally sunk in action off Pascagoula, he succeeded in running "Fox" 
aground and saving the cargo under the guns of the enemy.
